Washington, May 18.—Gen. Hxierta lias 
authorized the Mexica.n mediation dele- 
gates to submit his resignation, in case 
such a course is found necessary to a 
settJement in peace negotiations.

patches today from a thoroughly compe- 
tent diplomatic source in Mexico City 
to one of the foreign 
representatives 
here and coniixms intimations given by 
friends of the delegates here yesterday. 


Agrees With Earlier View. 


The information of Huerta's attitude 
now received through foreign diplomatic 
channels agrees with the vievr obtained 
by some of the close friends of the ilex- 
icans during their 'stop here. 
According 
to this view the delegates realized that 
the present administration 
at 
Mexico 
Oity was fast going to pieces and it was 
inevitable that Huerta 
give place 
to 
some other authority. 
It did not, how- 
ever, disclose that Huerta had author- 
ized his resignation if they considered 
that course necessary and this more defi- 
nite, phase was first made known by the 
dispatch through diplomatical channels.

The 
reputation he won during liis occu))ancy 
of the American consulate in Liverpool, 
for-his clofie attention to tlie duties of 
his office as well as for his good fellow- 
ship Avas fully maintained by him wliile 
he wa-s in London. 
Consul Griffiths was 
the most sought after speaker in J.on- 
don 
and 
he certainly 
delivered 
more 
speeches and addresses after his arrival 
here in 190!) than any other man during 
the same period of time. He was a most 
prolific writer and he sent very cxten- 
sive reports to the state department at 
A^'ashington, he still found time to do 
con.siderable literary work. 
The British 
press pays the highest tributes today 1o 
the late consular general's abilities as an 
official -vrhile ihe newspaper refers to 
him as a popular figure and praise his 
efforts on behalf of good relations be- 
tween the United States and Great Bri- 
tain.

More Dead Than Alive.

For the present the high water trou- 
bles of Lakeside and Forest .perk are 
at an end, and normal conditions will 
rule until another big local rain wnth a 
rising of the rivers to flood stage com- 
pels a closing of the sewer 
valves 
at 
Morton street and Tecumseh avenue to 
prevent a back flow from the jMauniee. 
Mere local rains that cause a flood to 
pour dowir from the high grotind of For- 
est park into lower Lakeside do not alone 
cause the sewer conditions 
that 
have 
plagued Lakeside for seA-eral days. 
It is 
when general rains bring the river to 
flood stage that the sewer valves must 
be closed.

If Mayor Bauer, of Lafayette, werè deliberately set- 
ting out in searcJi of trouble, he could hardly have chovsen 
a more promisuig avenue than that which he selected 
when he recenth^ sent a telegram to Congressman Peter- 
son declaring that the sentiment in Lafaj^ette and vicin- 
ity was strongly against the passage of the Hobson pro- 
hibition amendment in congi'ess and urging him to work 
for its defeat. Church organizations at Lafaj'ette, many 
of which were active in championing the election of Mr. 
Bauer to the mayoralty, are now said to be seething with 
indignation and will probably call upon the mayor to ex- 
plain why he has taken such a pronounced stand for the 
liquor element. He was elected on a citizens' ticket and 
was supported by a large element of the church-going 
people who regarded him as the champion of the forces 
opposed to the saloon. 


It is going to be extremely difficult to sympathize 
, with Mayor Bauer if he soon finds himself the stonn-' 
center of trouiile as a result of his presmnj)tion in assum- 
ing to be the mouthpiece of Lafayette public opinion in 
this instance. Quite apart from the claim of the temper- 
ance forces'that his estimate is not accurate and that a 
vote would show Ti])pecanoe county in favor of the Hob- 
son resolution, the fact remains that the mayor's jump 
into the breach was entirely voluntary and wholly un- 
warranted.

that is not true of children elsewhere. 
Indiana has two notable cases in.which 
no trace whatever of the missing little 
ones has been found. 
One is that,of the 
little 
Beyers 
boy of Seeleyville, 
the 
other that of the 9-year-old 
Winters 
girl of Newcastle. 


In every 
such 
case 
the 
authorities 
should use as much effort to apprehend 
the person guilty of the kidnaping 
as 
if a murder had been committed. 
Ex- 
cept murder there is no more atrocious 
crime known to civilization than child 
stealing, and most parents would mther 
know definitely that the missing ones 
were dead than to endure the dreadful 
uncertainty as to their fate. 
It is an 
offense against hximanity that calls for 
the most extreme 
punishment 
of 
the 
perpetrators, not barring death if that 
is on the statute books. 
Every agency 
of the law should be used to dicover the 
criminal, the same as in a murder case. 


In some respects it is a more aboniin- 
able crime than murder, for the latter 
may be the unpremiditated act of sud- 
den rage, while the kidnaper .must pro- 
ceed with deliberate purpose, and 
has 
an opportunity to repent, and to, return 
the stolen one to its home. 
When this 
is not done, as in the Beyers and Win- 
tefs oases, a degree of depravity is in- 
dicated such as many a murderer lacks.

fi^\-pr and tuberciilo.'iis. it ^vould mean a 
saving annually' iti dollars and cents suf- 
licicnt to maintain our men in the navy, 
dnnble our war vessels on the seas, de- 
fend our international waterways, 
jiay 
ftir our Paiuima canal and in ten shoi't 
years M'ipe out our natioiial debj:. a sum 
too immense to comprehend. 
Mr. Snyder 
is of the opinion that at least 85 per 
cent of all sickness is the direct or in- 
direct result of irritating, 
stimulating, 
intoxicating and poisonous foods that we 
eat. 


Wc haven't any 
way of 
determining 
whether this statement is actually cor- 
rect. but 
we must 
admit 
that 
some- 
thing is radically wrong when we cou- 
.iider the amount of sickness that con- 
tinually 
exists 
in our midst and 
the 
number of infant and immature deaths. 
]\Ir. Snyder would urge that this branch 
of education be introduced 
into 
every 
one of our educational institutions, and 
that our girls be told that it is a pro- 
fession and an art instead of a work 
that is menial in character and a drtidg- 
ery.

Trenton, X. Y„ May 18.—At the di- 
rection of the New Jersey Court of Par- 
dons a full investigation is being made 
into the strange case of Jonas Szikeiy, 
and as a lesult it is possible that at the 
ne.xt term of the court the man ma}"- re- 
ceive a pardon. 


The account 
of the 
operation 
on 
Szikely's brain, a few months ago, cau.s- 
ed a sensation 
in the medical world. 
Since then the pardons court has become 
interested in him, and it has ordered 
that an inquiry be made into the cir- 
cumstances of his trial and that an ex- 
pert examination be made into the man's 
mental condition. The story is best told 
in the rep^ort made to the court by the 
investigating committee. 
It follows: — 


"The case of Jonas Szikeiy, who is 
serving a sentence of thirty years from 
October 10. 1910, for murder, is one of 
extraordinary interest. 
This man is a 


large Hungarian, of remarkably power- 
ful physique, and it is reported to us 
that AvheTi he was brought to the State 
prison he seemed 
little more than a 
giant brute, mth a savage, forbidding 
countenance, 
imcouth 
habits, grabbing 
his food, spilling it over himself while 
eating, and, in general, of about as'low 
an order as it seemed possible for a hu- 
man being to be. 


Blow on Head Causes Injury. 


"He had received a terrible blow on 
the back of his head near the top, which 
had been inflicted, as the prison aiithori- 
ties understood, in the struggle during 
which the murder was committed. 
He 
was unable to give any account to the 
prison authorities ff the crime, or, ra- 
ther, he seemed to I'ifuse to talk about ' 
anything else. 


"During nearly three years after be- 
ing received at the prison he was kept 
under close guard, and, while he seemed 
jieA'er to have exhibited any disposition 
io injure any one, he looked and acted 
like such a typical brute that the au- 
thorities 
never 
felt disposed to take 
chances with him. 
During all this time 
the prisoner Avould frequently and sud- 
denly cry out, although he gave no other 
indications of having any localized pain. 


"About six or eight months ago the 
visiting physician. Dr. Martin W. Red- 
dan, decided to operate by removing part 
of the skull to see if there had been a 
splinter of bone driven in at the time 
he received the blow on the head so that 
it pressed on the brain. 
The operation 
was performed, the splinter of bone was 
found and removed, thus relieving tlie 
pressure, and, as the patient was com- 


ing out of the ether, the attendants M.-^re 
astounded to hear him utter fragments 
of the English language, which since lie 
had corno to the prison no one had f^vcr 
heard him speak, and upon his entirely 
coining out from the influence of other 
and I'enovoring the surgeon and all tlic 
prison authorities were wonderfully sur- 
prised to find that, instead of t)ie brute 
features and expressions of before the 
operation, the man 
now 
exhibited a 
bright, 
kindly, 
humane 
countenance, 
quite intelligent, and has since shown 
one.<rfof the kindest and sweetest dispo- 
sitions to be found anywhere. 


His Character Transformed 


He is constantly helping everybody; 
doing little things for the other prison- 
ers' comfort and working with perfect 
obedience 
and 
cheerfulness, 
so that 
overybodj", 
prisoners 
and 
a\ithoritios 
alike, have become particularlj- fond of 
him. He has no recollection of anything 
which has happened since lie had th^» 
impression, as he was going homo from 
his worlt, that he was being "¡icld up." 
until he came out of the ether after the 
operation. 


He knows nothing of his trial, nothing 
of the struggle at the time the murder 
wa.s committed, never heard the name 
of the man who was killed, does not 
knoM' how many men took i)art in the 
struggle nor anything about the events 
of his arrest, trial, conviction and iii- 
I 
cai'ceration. 


"From the 
representations 
by t!io ' 
surgeon and by th0 prison authoriti.>s, | 
your committee think it was quite pos- j 
sible that this man may, by the blow 
received at the time tlie struggle com- 


menced wherein n. man was killed, have 
been at once transformed from a con- 
•scious, responsible h\iman being into the 
irresponsible condition under which ha 
has existed up to the time of the opera- 
tion, and that while in that condition 
may have killed a man and been tried 
and convicted Avithout any one. realizing 
Iiis mental irresponsibility; if this is so, 
of course, no murder was committed, and 
noAv that the man has been restored 
to himself he should receive a full par- 
don. 


"We recommend, 
therefore, that in- 
quiry be made into the circumstances 
of the trial and that an export exami- 
nation bo made into the man's mental 
condition.''^

Writes to His Local 
Friends 


WHILE IN VERA CRUZ 


. John E. Benz, familiarly known to his 
friends as "Jack"'' «Benz, and who foi*- 
merly resided at 1216 Barthold street, 
IB at Vera Cruz aboard the U. S. S. San 
Francisco, as an electrician, and in a 
letter to a friend, E. M. Bates, of 527 
Hiifl'man street, the young man tells oi 
a trip ashore I and the exciting 
details 
of an engagement when it became nec- 
essary 
for him 
to shoot 
a 
Mexican. 
Benz's letter is very interesting as ,a 
whole and is as follows: 


"I was transferred to the Louisiana 
at 
midnight 
Tuesday, the 14th. 
We 
coaled ship Wednesday and got under 
way Thursday at 2:15. We made 
fifteen 
knots an hour until Sunday 
moiiiing 
and then Jier engines broke down. 
We 
were off the coast of Florida. 
I t was 
the first time we sighted land since we 
left New York.:

The questions to bo considered

clergy 
to

especially difTicult. 
The first contest ex- 
pected to develop will be that encoun- 
tered in electing a new moderator 
to 
succeed Rev. John Timothy Stone, now 
pastor 
of 
the 
Fourth 
Presbyterian 
church. 


The candidate of the more conserA'a- 
tive element is Dr. Maitland Alexander, 
of Pittsburgh, while the 
more, liberal 
faction is advocating the election of Dr. 
George B. Stewart, president of Auburn 
Theological seminary. 
A third

date is Dr. Acquilla E. Webb, of Louis- 
ville, Ky. 


The 
policies 
of the 
home 
mission 
board are expected to cause some dis-

seum has finally met her fate. 
Edgar 
Davies, 
ph«togi-apher at the 
immense 
treasure house, told me how and why. 


"Do I seem a sensible man?" demand- 
ed Mr. Davies. 
"Then believe me or no. 
But do not scoff, 
I am still afraid of 
the mummied priestess of the jim. Lis- 
ten. Ten re^rs ago a great English land- 
owner brought the mummy from Eg3'[)t 
to adorn his hall. 
Eeport declared that 
of the Mummy's 5 discoverers two had. 
almost immediately lost their fortunes, 
one had suffered amputation of an anu, 
one had been blinded by an explosion 
and one had met a mysterious dealh. 
• "Within six months tlip Englishman's 
fortune was lost on the stuck exchange. 
Worried by misfortune, he grew 
ner- 
vous about the mummy and presented 
it to the British museum. 
That wedk 
hi.^ luck changed. 
He is again a ri'-'h 
man. Witliin a month of the four porters 
who carried the mummy Into the Egyp- 
tian room, two were dead and one had 
broken his arms. 
I knew the men and 
their stories, but I laughed at the le- 
gend. 


"It became my business to photograph 
the Priestess of Aman-Ra. 
The camei'a 
discovered 
that the mummy case was 
inscribed with a hoary ciu-se. 
More sur- 
prising still, a photograph of that bland 
wooden 
face 
developed as that of a 
fierce, malignant 
woman. 
I 
laughed 
while I took the picture. 
A few wweks 
lo.ter I was blind. 


"A clergj'man who came to comfort 
me told this story of the Egyptian prin- 
cess. 
He had taken 20 children into the' 
museum, advising them not to tarry in 
the Egj-ptian room. 
But one little girl 
saucily stuck out her tongue at the ma- 
lign mummy. 
Next 
day the child was 
armless from a motor accident. 


"I could tell you fifty Similar stories. 
There was no hiding the horror of such 
happenings. 
Attendants in the Eg^'p- 
tian department petitioned 'the museum 
trustees. 
Two of their number had died 
mysterionslj^ 
sine« 
the arrival,of ^-he 
mummy. 
The reat li^'ed in 'fear. 


"To avert further catastrophies 
the 
PriestesH of Aman-Ra—Divine Wife of 
the Sun—was carried into the museum 
cellar. 
A harmless copy took her placo. 
Misfortunes ceased. 
T^e sight of 
my 
eyes came back so that T can 
distin- 
guish light frohi darkness but T cannot 
see to read. 
After three years of peace 
an American Egyptologist, studying in 
the museum, discovered the "fraud" and 
traced the missing mummy to the under- 
ground store rooms. 


" 'T guess that fine mummy is not a 
Wt of good to you in your cellars. T want 
it for America. T will make a bid for it.' 


"He was eager to buy. the trustees 
willing to sell. 
No packing was 'ever 
done more quickly. 
The mummy case 
had to be put out on boai'd ship "secrp'ay 


at night, for it looked like a casket. 


" 'Wp are safe from lier at last,' said 
the master ]iackor to me. 
"We 
were, 
though the worse wa.s yet to come. 
For 
next day the Priestess of Aman-Ra left 
England on the Atlantic steamship Ti- 
tantic."

18.—An 
alleged 
scheme of politicians and land specuh'.- 
tors to oust the survivors of the historic 
Six Nations of the Iroquois from their 
reservations 
near 
Brantford, 
Ontario, 
Canada, is reported 
by Dr. Frank G. 
Speck, assistant professor of 
antropol- 
ogy at the University of Pennsylvania. 
]>r. Speck has just returned from Can- 
ada, where he. has been engaged in re- 
search work among the Indians. 
He 
says the alleged plot was revealed to 
him by the chiefs in their council house 
at Oshweken. 


A goVemment bill has been introduc- 
ed in the 
Canadian 
Parliament, 
Dr. 
Speck says, to amend the Canadian In- 
dian act in several 
paxticulars. 
The 
chief of these is a provision 
whereby 
the Indians may be removed when their 
presence near a town is said to interfere 
with the development of the commun- 
ity. 


In order to create public sentiment 
for the passage of the bill politicians 
and land speculators, according to Dr. 
Speck, 
have 
made 
several 
charges 
a'gainst the Indians. 
One of these is 
that the Six ISTationB, _because of their 
"unsanitaiy mode of living," are a men- 
ace to the residents of Brantford. 


"This is absurd," declared Dr. Speck, 
"as shown by the 
government statis- 
tics of health prepared by Dr. Holmes, 


who on page 260 of the 1911 report to 
the Department of Indian affairs says 
that, with reference to the disease sta- 
tistics of the Six Nations 
reservation, 
of 6,256 Indians examined only twenty- 
one showed evidence of a serious diesase. 
He added further if it were not for the 
tuberculosis the Indians would be excep- 
tionally free from disease. 
The case of 
specific 
disease in this 
tribe of somé 
four thousand 
are 
remarkably 
few. 
This is shown by the fact that the popu- 
lation in 1865 
was only 2,645 and in 
1913 it had increased 4,584. The govern- 
ment agents' report, made on April 2a, 
1910, stated that the Si|X Nations are 
law abiding and are steadily 
improv- 
ing. 
They have eleven schools support- 
ed entirely by the members of the na- 
tion. 


"I found the Six Nations to be a most 
admirable people, in every 
way 
the 
equal of their white neighbors. 
The 


, whole movement 
toward 
the 
removal 
seems to be absolutely unwarranted and 
unjust. 
I am sure the authorities who 
are in favor of this final outrage npon 
the Indians will be appalled by the wave 
of indignation 
which 
it will 
arouse 
among the people who Jknow the" part 
the Six Nations have played in the his- 
tory of the United States and Canada. 


"The Six Nations Avere granted their 
lands from special deeds from the Bri- 
tish government after an alliance witli 
Great Britian. 
They were given a spe- 
cial deed for lands on the Grand river 
as compensation for the lands they lost 
in New YorE^state while fighting for the 
British during the Revolutionary War. 
The 
Six Nations therefore, are 
on a 
different footing 
from other 
reserva- 
tions, aü • they hold a special deed from 
the Crown.

After seeing three meJi kill themsolvea. 
in the exact manner he had planned, he 
decided not to end his own life. 
He 
pleaded guilty to embezzleinent and was 
sentenced to five years in the federal 
prison. 


"There must be some use for me in 
this Avorld or fate would not^have tried 
so hard to keep me from billing myself," 
said Felt:-relating his experiences. 


Three times, he said, he set out to 
end his life, first by drowning, then by 
a revolver shot, and, lastly, by cutting 
his throat with his pocketknife, as he 
sat in the train in the custody of the 
deputy marshal. 


But each time he saw another man end

The First National bank of Superior 
failed three months ago. 
Felt fled; he 
was arrested four weeks ago in San 
Francisco. 


"I underwent such mental 
torture,"' 
said Felt, "that 1 determined to jump 
into the bay. 
I reached there just in 
time to see the body of a suicide fished 
from imder tlie wharf. 


"I resisted it for a week. 
Then 1 
bought a. revolver. 
I was about to fire 
a, bullet into my head when I heard a 
slint and screa-ms. 
A man had killed 
himself in the liouse. Bis action so un- 
nerved me that my suicide mania left 
me. 


"Then T wrote to the Nebraska au- 
thorities and told them .1 would sur- 
render. 
T!io marshal came from Omaha 
after me. 
^ 


"But coming back I began to feel the 
di.sgrace of it all. 
T hated to face m;\' 
wife and friends. At Ogden the marshal 
and T walked up and down the platform. 
T determined to cut my tliroat i^-ith mi 
pock(>tknife. 
T was paring my finger 
nails and it was open in my hand. 


'T was just on the point of cutting 
the jugular vein when a man slashed 
his throat not five feet from me.

was dead before a doctor arri^•ed.

Fair Nail Burnishers Are 
^ Criticised by State 
Physicians.

New York. May 18.—Î^Ianicures, it is 
alleged, cause felons. For fuller details 
of the process you should have attended 
the recent meeting of the l^Iedical So- 
cietv of the State of New York in the 
Astor hotel. 
The way some fair nail 
burnishers -in even the most refined es- 
tablishnfents act 
about 
fingers 
and 
thumbs is very like a crinie, it was de- 
clared. The wrath of the profession was 
called down upon the manicurists' craft 
in the discussion oi-^a paper by Dr. Wil- 
liam B. Brinsmade, of Brooklyn, who ad- 
dressed the surgii^al section on "The Sur- 
gery of Acute Suppiu-ative Spreading In- 
fections of tlie Fingers and the Hand," 


Dr. Edward Wallace Lee, of :Manhat- 
tan, said the manicures of this city had 
much to answer for in that within the 
last few years at least a hundred cases 
of felons and other serious inflammations 
of the thumbs and fingers caused by their 
carelessness had come under his observa- 
tion. 


"It is high .time that something were 
done to have maniciu-es trained in their 
business," he said. 
"We are permitting 
them under the present laws to do what 
in some crises is minor surgery and yet 
as a class they do not know what they 
are doing. 


"The barbers are as a rule fairly well 
trained and. besides, a cut from a razor 
may be treated easily. 
But the mani- 
c\ire, knowing nothing about antiseptics, 
turns back the cuticle from the nails and 
deprives the end of the fingers of their 
natural protection. Either from the lack 
of cleanliness of her own implements or 
because her operations have unduly ex- 
po.^ed the skin at the base of the nails by 
making it unduly sensitive, the customer 
is in danger of contracting disease." 


Advises Strict Supervision. 


Dr. Lee said at the close of the meet- 
ing. wlien I ;isked liim for an amplifica- 
tion of his views that 
the 
board 
of 
health in this city should have every 
manicure under supersàsion. 
He 
said 
manicures should be required to wear 
rubber gloves and to have all the tools 
which they use sterilized properly, 
Tlie 
various salves and powders which were 
employed shoTild, in his opinion, be axam- 
incd froTii time to time 
to 
ascertain 
whether thej- contain deleterious 
sub- 
stances. 


Other physicians, in discussing injuries 
to tlie liands and fingers, declared that 
'the public is too careless. 
Instead of 
seeking the aid of a physician at oncn 


Avhen thoy suffer an injury to hand or 
finger, in order that the wotind, even 
though it be slight, may be disinfected 
and dressed properly, it is the custom 
of many persons to resort to bandages 
or to home dressings, it wa^ said. From 
this, tlie physicians said, it frequently 
happens that - amputations 
are 
neces- 
sary, many such casfes having been re- 
ported in the last few months. 


It also was said that in several of the 
public hospitals the internes do not seem 
to realize the danger which may result 
from these injuries to the fingers and 
hands, and in consequence persons need- 
lessly Jiavp been maimed 
i'ov life. 
It 
was urged that the younger njen in the 
profession be instructed carefully in the 
dressing of injuries of this kijid.*^

Archaeological Investigation 
to Discover Tribes 
in Missouri.

Omaha, Neb., May IS.—The great Mis- 
souri river valley, from Sioux City to iSt. 
Louis, is to lie made the olijcct of this 
year's geological expedition of the Tea- 
body museum of Harvard university, ac- 
cording to letters just rcccived by Dr. R. 
F. Gilder, of Omaha, field archaeologist of 
the University of Nebraska. Tlie expedi- 
tion, Avhich will be in charge of Dr. Fred- 
erick H. Sterns, of Harvard, Avill make a 
most thorough and comprehensive survey 
of the gi'cat valley. 
Five months will be 
consumed in the work, and if the weather 
is propitious the period will be length- 
ened several weeks. 
^N'ork will begin 
about the first of June and will continue 
throttgh October, and probably until the 
ground freezes in November or Decem- 
ber. 


T^he object of the expedition will be to 
establish as near as possible the time of 
the advent of human beings into the Mis- 
souri valley. 
Wliile this probably will 
not be effected, it is the hope of the sur- 
vey to fix that date, comparatively speak- 
ing. 
A further object is the investiga- 
tion of the remains of the ancient people 
who, Dr. Gilder has discovered, once popu- 
lated the Jlissouri valley and made a 
burying ground of 
every hill between 
the" Niobrara and the Gasconade. 
With 
Dr. Sterns will be a number of students 
of the .Harvard archaeological depart- 
ment wlio are seeking actual experience 
in the field. 


IVliile all the details have not been an- 
nounced or even worked out, Dr. Gilder 
believes the workers will begin their sm*- 
vey in South Dakota, above Sioux City, 
and will gradually move southward. Ex- 
cavations will be made among the vari- 
ous village and house sites already lo- 
cated, and a great mass of material will 
b.e sent to Cambridge, where it Avill be 
worked over during the winter. 


Last year^Dr. Sterns, 'with two assiet- 
ants, spent "i,wo months 'working on the 
west side of the Missouri river from a 
point a j»ew mile-s 
above. Omaha down 
near the Kansas state line. 
In the re- 
mains of one prehistoric house site below 
Omaha the expedition discovered rims of 
700 broken pots. 


As a result of the work of the 1013 
party it .is now known that several dis- 
tinct races occupied the Missouri val- 
ley during a period lasting through thou- 
sands of j'oars. 
Skulls discovered show- 
that for a long period—estimated to be 
not shorter than 2„')00 years—a race of 
long-head.s Avho Avere cannibalistio lived 
in the earthen huts. Following the long- 
heads came the 
round-heads—a 
]-ace 
whose skiills are almost round. Many of 
the round-heads fell victim to the ap- 
petite of the Jong-heads. 
The invasion 
of the round-heads caiae from the south 
or southwest and endeiV in the complete 
annihilation of tlife long-heads.

upeeches and addresses after bis arrival 
here in .1909 than any other man during 
the same period of time, lie was a most 
prolific writer and he sent very exten- 
sive reports to the state department at 
Washington, he still found time to do 
considerable literary work. The 
press pays th« highest tributes t 
the late consular general's abi" 
official while the newspap 
hira'as ti popular figure an 
efforts on behalf of good re1 
tween tie I'nited States and Great 1 
tain.

If Mayor Bauer, of Lafayette, were deliberately pet- 


ting out in search of trouble, ho could hardly have chosen 
a more promising avenue than that which ho selected 
when he recently pent a telegram to Congressman Peter- 
son declaring that the. sentiment in Lafayette and vicin- 
ity was strongly against the passage of the Hohson pro- 
hibition amendment in congress and urging him to work 
for its defeat. Ohitrch organizations at. Lafayette, many 
of which were active in championing the election of Mr. 
Bauer to the mayoralty, are, now said to he seething with 
indignation and will probably call upon the mayor to ex 
plain why he has taken such a pronounced stand, for the 
liquor element. Re. was elected on a citizens' ticket, and 
was supported by a large element of the chun-h-going 
people who regarded him as the champion of the forces 
opposed to the saloon. 


It is going to be ex-tremely difficult to sympathize 


with. Mayor Bauer if he soon finds himself the storm- 
center of trouble as a result, of his presumption in assum- 
ing to be, the mouthpiece of Lafayette public opinion in 
this instance. 
Quite apart, from the claim of the temper- 


ance forces that his estimate is not accurate and that a 
vote would show Tippecanoe county in favor of the. Hob- 
son resolution, the fact remains that, the mayor's .lump 
into the breach was entirely voluntary and wholly un- 
warranted. There are occasions when the mayor of a. city 
may very properly speak for his people. Tho present in- 
stance, however, is clearly one in which they did not dele- 
gate authority to him to utter a pronouncement for Lafay- 
ette, and may very reasonably insist on the right to speak 
for themselves.

The. .Sentinel trusts the city council will very prompt- 


ly and very decisively decline to ratify the contract under 
which it is purposed to permit private enterprise to erect 
waste paper boxes along the streets, bearing advertising 
matter upon their sides. The percentage of receipts from 
this source to be paid to the city will amount to precious 
little as a compensation for having to endure the unsight- 
ly displays that must inevitably aid in defacing the streets 
in these days when we are more and more demanding the 
City Beautiful. Some of the signboards on top of build- 
ings are hideous enough; the waste paper box advertising 
would be worse, because it would be. in still closer prox- 
imity to traffic. And as a revenue-raising scheme for the 
city, it is entirely too cheap to have serious consideration.

HE MAY GET PARDON 


Trenton, X. Y., May 18.—At the di- 


rection of the New Jersey Court of Par- 
dons a full investigation is being mtulo 
into the strange case of Jonas Szikely, 
and as a result it is possible that at the 
next term of the court the man may re- 
ceive a pardon. 


The account 
of the 
operation 
on 


Szikely's brain, a few months ago, caus- 
ed a sensation 
in the. medical world. 


Since then the pardons court has become 
interested in him, nnd it hns ordered 
that an inquiry IIP nmdo into tho cir- 
cumstances of his trial and that an ex- 
pert examination bo made into the man's 
mental condition. The story is best told 
in tlin report made to the court by the 
investigating committee. 
It follows: — 


"The case of Jonas Pzikely, who is 


serving a sentence of thirty years from 
October 10. 1010, for murder, is one nf 
extraordinary interest. 
This man is a 


large Hungarian, of remarkably power- 
ful physique, anil it is reported to u* 
that when he was brought to the State 
prison he scemorl 
little more than a 


giant brute, with n Baviige, forbidding 
countenance, uncouth habits, grabbing 
his food, spilling it, over himsi'lf while 
rating, nnd, in general, of about us low 
nn order ns it seemed possible for a hu- 
man being to hn. 


Blow on Head Causes Injury. 


"Ho had received a" terrible blow on 


the back of his head near the top, which 
had been inflicted, ns the prison authori- 
ties understood, in the struggle during 
which thr> murder was committed. He 
wns umihln to give any account to (ho 
prison authorities <f the crime, or. VH- 
ther, 1m seemed to ]*fuse to talk r.bout' 
anything else. 


"During nearly, three years after bo- 


ing received at the prison ho was kept 
under closo guard, and, while he seorm-d 
never to have exhibited nny disposition 
to injure any one, lie looked and nelml 
liko Ruch a typical brute that the au- 
thorities 
never 
felt disposed to take 


clmnrea with him. During all this time 
tho prisoner would frequently and- '<<mi- 
donly ory out, although he gave no othor 
indications of having uny localized pniu. 


"About six or eight months ngo tho 


visiting physician,. Dr. Martin W. Kod- 
dan, decided to operate by removing part 
of the skull to son if thorn had boon a 
splinter of bone driven in at the time 
he roooivod tho blow on the head so that 
it prossod on the brain. Tho operation 
was performed, the splinlor of bnno M-:IS 
found and removed, thus relieving tlu 
pressure, nnd, ns the.patient was com- 


ing out of t.he ether, the attendants wi're 
afttoundod to hour him uttor fragments 
of tho Knglish language, which since l.o 
had cinnn t.o tho prison no ono hnd ovor 
hoard him sponk, and upon-bis entirely 
coming out from the influence of othor 
and rorovoring the surgeon nnd all the 
prison authorities were wonderfully sur- 
prised to find that, instead of the brnto 
fonturcs and expressions of hofnro tho 
operation, tho man 
now 
exhibited ,a 


bright, 
kindly, 
hiimnno 
countenance, 


quite intelligent, and hnH since shown 
ono of the kindest and sweetest dispo- 
sitions to be found anywhere.

Huffman street, the young man tells 01 
a trip ashore |and the exalting details 
of nn engagement when it became nec- 
essary for him to shoot a Mexican. 
Benz's letter is* very interesting as (a 
whole and is as follows: 


"I was transferred to the Louisiana 


nt midnight Tuesday, tho 14th. We 
coaled ship Wednesday and got under 
way Thursday at 2:15. We made fifteen 
knots an hour until Sunday morning 
and then .her engines broke down. We 
were ofT the coast of Florida, 
It was 


the first time we sighted land since we 
left New York. • 


"All hands were fishing for sharks, i 


caught one with a heaving line about 
seven foot long Talk, about your fun, I 
never had ?o much since I was a kid. I 
wish you could see some, of vthe sights I 
have seen. 


"We stopped four hours. 
We tpassed 


Key West light house at 0 o'clock headed 
for, Vora Cruz, Mnxico. We never sight- 
ed land again until Wednesday.

seventy-five naval students at five 7-inch 
shots nnd three. j-,inch shots.

"Wo ca»J*d ahin Thursday and then

ashore, I left about 8:30 for tho shore 
with three other electricians. 1 slept in 
tlifi Terminal hotel on thi> floor and then 
next (lay went to Arkansas district with 
the rest and quartered there.' 


We did some electrical -work ajl over 


town. I only hod one chance to shoot a 
Mexican. 
We went into a honso to go 


on tho roof when eev«ral greasers fired 
on us four. I took two shota at one of 
them and he dropped, having hit him 
just below the belt. 


"I 
visited the Mexican forts and 


naval academy and .got quit* a few 
souvenirs and postal cards. 
We cap- 


tured an automomle and had quite a 
number of joy rides. 
I came back a 


week later to the Louisiana and then 
stayed on her until Saturday. Then J 
was transferred 
to the U. 8. S. San 


Francisco, a mine layer. She is 325 feet 
long and a two stack ship. She carries 
eight 5-inch guns, four 6-inch guns, 300 
mines, 75,000 pounds of gnn cotton, be- 
sides ammunition for the guns. 


"I expect to stay here for about two 


more months. 
The temperature aver- 


ages about 121 here. 


"People in the city here beg the slop 


and refuse from your plntes, o« almost 
all aro starving. 


"Well I guess I will have to close as I 


am on watch. I stand four hours on and 
then eight hours off, then four on and 
sixteen off, then four on and twenty-four 
off, 
then four on and forty-eight off, 


and then tho same thing over again. I 
am serving as. first class gun pointer and 
third class electrician. 


"Well will close for this time. Please 


excuse this writing as a gale is coming 
up and this ship rocks terribly.

end liis life, first by drowning, then hy 
a revolver shot, and, lastly, hy otiUinj,' 
his tliroat with his pocketknifc, as he 
sat in the train in tho custody of tho 
deputy marshal.

clared. The wrath of the profession was 
called down upon the manicurists' craft 
in the. discussion «'f a paper by Dr. \\~\\- 
liam R. Brinsmadf. of Brooklyn, who ad- 
dressed tin1, surgical section on "The Sur- 
gery of Acute Siippurafive Spreading In- 
fections of the Fingers and the Hand." 


Dr. IMwanl Wallace I.ce. of Manhat- 


tan, said the manicures of this city had 
much to answer for in that, within the 
last, few years at least, a hundred cuses 
of felons and other s»rious inflammations 
of the thumbs and fingers caused by their 
carelessness had come under his observa- 
tion. 


''It is high time that something -were 


done to have manicures trained in their 
business." he said. "We are permitting 
them under the present laws to do what 
in some cases is minor surgery and yet 
as a class they do n«t know what they 
are doing. 


"The barbers are as a rule fairly well 


trained nnd, besides, u cut from u razor 
may be treated casilv. 
But th" mani- 


cure, knowing nothing about antiseptics, 
turns back the cuticle from the naila and 
deprives the end of the lingers of their 
natural protection. 
Either from the lack 


of cleanliness of her own implements or 
because her operations have unduly ex- 
posed the skin at the base of (lie nails by 
making it.unduly sensitive, the customer 
is in danger of contracting disease." 


Advises Strict Supervision. 


T)r. Lee said at the close of the meet- 


ing, when I asked him fur an amplifica- 
tion of his views that 
the 
board of 


health in this city should have, every 
manicure under supervision. 
He 
said 


manicures should he required to wear 
rubber gloves and to have all thn tools, 
which they use sterilized properly. Tin; 
various salves and powders which were 
employed should, in his opinion, be axam 
ined from time to time 
to 
ascertain 


whether they contain deleterious 
sub- 


sfances. 


Other physicians, in discussing injuries 


to the hands and fingers, dcclnred that 
the public is too <viri'l«ss. 
Instead of 


seeking the aid of a physician at once 
when they suffer nn injury lit hand ur 
linger, in order that, the urmml. even 
though it In' slight, may be disinfected 
and dressed properly, it is tin- custom 
<if many persons to resort, to bandages 
or to home drcHdings, it was said. From 
this, the physicians said, it frequently 
happens that, amputations

The object of the expedition will be to 


establish as near a* possible the t i m e ol 
the advent of human beings into the Mis- 
souri valley. 
While this probably wil 


nut be effected, it, is the hope of the. pur- 
vey to fix that, date, comparatively speak- 
ing. 
A further object is the investiga- 


tion of the remains of the ancient people 
who, Dr. (.Jilder has discovered, once popu- 
lated the. Missouri valley and made a 
burying ground of 
every hill between 


the N'iobrara, and the fi.yconiide. With 
Dr. Sterns will be a number of ptudcnts 
of the Harvard archaeological depart- 
ment who are, seeking actual experience 
in the field. 


While all the details have, not been an- 


nounced or even worked out. Dr. Oilder 
believes the workers will begin their sur- 
vey in South Dakota, above Sioux City, 
and will gradually move southward. Ex- 
cavations will be made among the vari- 
ous village ami house, sites already lo- 
cated, and a. great, mass of material will 
he sent to Cambridge, where it will be 
worked over during thc.winter. 


Last year Or. Sterns, with two assist 


ants, spent two months working on the 
west side of the Missouri river from a 
point a Jtew miles above Omaha down 
near the Kansas sl.ito line. In the re- 
mains of one prehistoric, house site below 
Omalm, the expedition discovered rims of 
700 broken pots.
